SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Notruf 11 Sex is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

Notruf 11Sex contains explicit scenes of sexual activity involving female couples, male 
and female couples and group activity. The scenes of sexual activity are based in a 
light hearted scenario of a group of women answering calls for sexual activity in an 
emergency ambulance parody. It is considered that the explicit nature of the 
depictions of sexual activity means the availability of the publication would be injurious 
to the public good if not restricted to an adult audience. The Classification Office 
recommended that six excisions be made to remove depictions of people urinating in 
association with sexual activity. The titillating manner of these depictions, presented in 
a publication intended to be sexually arousing, is considered to amount to the 
publication promoting and supporting the use of urine in association with sexual 
activity. The owner has agreed in writing to the excisions. The Classification Office 
considered the applicability of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). 
However, given the explicit and sexually titillating nature of the depictions of sexual 
activity, it is considered that the availability of the publication would be injurious to the 
public good if not restricted to an adult audience. 
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
